Summary 

■  Mid-May  market  prices  of  oranges  and  lemons  averaged  slightly 
higher  than  in  mid-April.    Prices  of  strawberries  and  of  eastern  apples 
in  eastern  cities  also  were  higher,  reports  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Economics. 

The  estimate  of  the  winter  orange  crop  from  the  bloom  of  193^  in 
Florida,  reported  as  of  May  1,  was  increased  by  1  million  boxes  but 
the  California  Valencia  crop  prospect  was  reduced  nearly  2  million  box- 
es.   The  Valencia  crop  is  now  indicated  to  be  about  15  percent  less 
than  in  1938  and  is  likely  to  run  to  small  sizes.     It  is  probable,  there- 
fore, that  the  marketable  supply  of  summer  oranges  for  fresh  consumption 
in  1939  will  be  considerably  smaller  than  a  year  earlier  but  substantially 
above  the  10-year  average  supply. 

Peach  prospects  in  10  Southern  States  indicate  a  crop  for  1939 
slightly  larger  than  in  1938  and  1.7  million  bushels  more  than  average. 
Prospects  for  peaches  for  both  canning  and  drying  in  California  are  also 
good  as  are  pear  and  grape  prospects  in  the  Pacific  Coast  States.  Eruit 
crops  in  general  give  promise  of  good  crops  this  season  in  all  areas  ex- 
cept the  Central  and  South  Atlantic  States. 

Cold  storage  holdings  of  apples  as  of  May  1  were  lower  than  a  year 
earlier  but  slightly  larger  than  average  for  this  date.     The  out-of~storage 
movement  during  April  was  also  slightly  greater  than  average  and  the 
season  is  nearing  completion. 
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Strawberry  production  in  the  second  early,  intermediate  and  first 
section  of  late  States  is  indicated  to  "be  somewhat  larger  than  last  year 
hut  the  crop  in  these  areas  is  late  and  marketings  have  "been  delayed, 

CITRUS  FRUITS 

The  indicated  production  of  Florida  early  -and  mid- season  orange  crop 
from  the  bloom  of  I93S  was  increased  1  million  "boxes  to  16.5  million  "boxes 
in  the  report  as  of  May  1,  1939 •    This  increase  resulted  in  a  total  indi- 
cated production  of  winter  and  spring  varieties  of  oranges  for  193^-39  °f 
51.2  million  "boxes  or  about  12  percent  more  than  was  produced  in  1937**3^ 
and  nearly  60  percent  more  than  the  average  crop.    Most  of  the  winter  and 
spring  oranges  have  been  harvested  and  marketings  are  on  the  decline. 
Florida  shipments  last  season  were  S9  percent  completed  by  May  ik  and  ship- 
ments of  California  navels  were  about  finished  for  the  season. 

Harvesting  of  the  California  Valencia  or  summer  orange  crop  from 
the  bloom  of  193^  has  just  begun,  and  May  1  indications  point  to  a  pro- 
duction of  2^.5  million  boxes.     This  production  is  about  7  percent  less 
than  was  indicated  a  month  earlier,  and  about  15  percent  smaller  than  the 
final  outturn  from  the  bloom  of  1937*     It  is  nearly  UO  percent  larger, 
however,  than  the  10-year  average  summer  crop.    Because  of  the  relatively 
large  proportion  of  small  sizes  and  because  of  frost  injury  occasioned  by 
low  temperatures  last  November,  it  is  expected  that  less  than  the  usual 
proportion  of  the  total  crop  -  perhaps  not  more  than  75  percent  -  will  be 
of  marketable  quality  for  fresh  consumption. 

No  other  significant  changes  occurred  in  citrus  fruit  prospects 
from  the  bloon  of  193^  during  April.    Rail  and  boat  shipments  of  grape- 
fruit from  the  beginning  of  the  1933-39  season  to  the  middle  of  May  were 
about  22  percent  larger  than  in  the  corresponding  period  the  previous 
season,  largely  because  of  an  increase  of  37  percent  in  shipments  from 
Florida  and  of  IS  percent  from  Texas.    Last  year,  shipments  from  Florida 
were  90  percent  completed  by  the  middle  of  May  and  those  from  Texas  were 
finished. 

Prospects  for  citrus  crops  from  the  bloom  of  1939  ^e  reported  as 
favorable  in  California  but  additional  soil  moisture  is  needed  in  Florida 
and  Texas.    Lack  of  moisture  in  the  latter  two  States  during  the  early 
spring  nonths  appears  to  have  caused  an  irregular  set  and  a  heavy  dropping 
of  young  fruit. 

As  compared  with  a  month  earlier,  mid-May  orange  and  lemon  prices 
at  market  centers  were  slightly  higher  but  grapefruit  prices  were  slightly 
lower.    Mid-May  prices  of  each  class  of  citrus,  however,  were  slightly 
lower  than  a  year  earlier. 

PFACHES 

Prospective  production  of  early  peaches  in  10  Southern  States,  as 
of  May  1,  is  indicated  at  l6.2  million  bushels  or  slightly  more  than  was 
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produced  in  these  States  last  year  and  about  1»7  million  "bushels  more  than 
the  average  crop.    Low  temperatures  during  the  first  half  of  April  re- 
duced earlier  prospects  materially  "but  the  May  1  indications  point  to 
better  than  average  production,  in  all  of  the  10  States  except  North  Caro- 
lina, Georgia  and  Florida. 

Condition  of  California  peaches  as  of  May  1  is  reported  to  be  about 
l6  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier.     Condition  of  clingstone  is  20  per- 
cent higher  than  a  year  earlier  and  indicates  an  increased  volume  of  peaches 
available  for.  canning  this  season.     Condition  of  Freestone  peaches,  which 
are  used  largely  for  drying,  is  about  9  percent  higher  than  in  1932. 

Fruit  prospects  in  general,  for  1939  appear  to  be  fair  to  good  in 
all  sections  except  in  the  Central  and  South  Atlantic  Coast  States  where 
April  freezes  caused  considerable  damage.     Indications  point  to  a  good 
crop  of  pears  in  the  pacific  Coast  States  and  of  grapes  in  California. 
Cherry  prospects  are  also  good  in  all  important  States  exceut  Idaho  and 
Utah. 

APPLSS 

Cold  storage  holdings  of  apples  on  May  1  totaled         million  bushels 
compared  with  9»1  million  a  aonth  earlier,  5«8  million  bushels  a  year 
earlier  and  H.2  million  bushels  the.  10-year  average  for  May  1.    The  out-of- 
storage  movement  during  April  totaled        million  bushels  conpared  with 
6.3  million  during  April  193^         U.2  million  bushels  the  average  for  April. 

Market  prices  of  apples  in  mid-May  averaged  generally  lower  than  a 
month  earlier  although  those  for  a  few  eastern  varieties  in  eastern  markets 
averaged  slightly  higher.    Prices  in  both  eastern  and  western  shipping 
areas,  however,  averaged  slightly  higher  than  in  mid-April  as  the  marketing 
season  neared  its  close* 

STEAW3EHRIES 

Indicated  production  of  strawberries  in  the  three  areas  now  market- 
ing in  volume  -  the  second  early,  the  intermediate,  and  the  first  section 
of  late  States  -  totals  7,93^,000  crates  conpared  with  6,263,000  crates 
produced  in  these  areas  in  1938.    Most  of  the  increased  production  this 
season  is  the  result  of  increased  acreage  remaining  for  harvest,  although 
prospective  yields  in  some  States  are  also  higher  than  the  estimated  yield 
per  acre  last  year.    In  many  areas  cool  weather  has  retarded  crop  develop- 
ment, and  marketings  are  starting  somewhat  later  than  usual. 

Because  of  the  delayed  marketings  in  some  of  the  second  early  and 
intermediate  States,  prices  of  strawberries  rose  fairly  sharply  in  eastern 
cities  from  mid-April  to  mid-May.    Prices  at  Chicago,  however,  continued 
to  decline  under  the  pressure  of  heavy  marketings  from  Louisiana  and  other 
South  Central  States.
